The end of the Franco-Prussian war, 


in H71. saw a united Germany. In the 
place of some 40 jealous and independ- 
ent kingdoms ?nd principalities stood 
a German nation. No event in the his- 
tory of Europe, says the American 
Monthly Review of Reviews, has been 
ot grparer significance or 
more far- 


reaciiing in its results than this sub- 
stiurion of a nation and a national 
policy in the place of isolated states 
with discordant and oftentimes hostile 
political programmes.

WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE 


The progress of woman's suffrage 


throughout the United 
States has 


been in some degree notable during 
the past half century, and In no state 
J»s tfoe conservative, common sense 
view been so early adopted and con- 
sistently maintained as in New Hamp- 
shire, yet the old Granite stale was 
-the object of bitter vituperative at- 
tacks from certain suffrage leaders at 
the time of a recent attempt made by 
them to force their own ideas upon 
-tli« people of the state, roiho really 
•felt quite competent to take dharge 
of their own affairs without any aid 
iwihateoever 
from 
trans^continential 


parties. 


School suffrage was granted to wo* 


men in New Hampshire in 1878. In 
the same year it .was adopted in Or- 
egon. Massachusetts adopted it in 
the following year, and New York 
and Vermont the year after that It 
nras three years later when Nebraska 
took it u>p, and the following states 
now have it since the years named: 
Washington, 1886; Arizona, Montana, 
New. Jersey, North Dakota and South 
Dakota, 18S7; Illinois, 1891; Connec- 
ticut, 1893; Ohio, 1894; and Wiscon- 
sin, 1900. It also prevails in Michi- 
gan and Minnesota. 


Of the states now having sdhool 


suffrage for women, New Hampshire 
and Montana,—the latter state with- 
in the year,—have rejected the full 
suffrage plan. In none of the states 
w(here school 
suffrage 
has 
been 


granted has full suffrage 
followed, 


this being presumably due to the 
(act that the women in those states, 
as in this state, failed to take such 
advantage of the partial franchise 
as would give t!he men the idea that 
they would care for full suffrage.

The roots intended for winter use

then stored in sand in the cellar. 
There is quite a difference between 
the roots that have been tempered by 
tho frost and those that have not 
b-en. Those wanted for sprint; use

Another way of treating the roots

Italy Guards Art Treasures. 


Italy decrees the keeping of its art 


treasures within its own boundaries 
and sometimes with rather odd re- 
eults.
